Finger Prints on Side of V ictim s Throat Indi­ 
cate that She W as Choked Before Being Kill- 
ed -S h e Lived A lone at the Old Fam ily 
H om estead N o Clue To Perpetrators. 


Sheriff Jess Conlee received a telephone call Sunday 
about 3 p. rn. from Justice of the Peace Peter Nigliazzo at 
Mudville that Miss Josephine Palasotta had been found 
dead in her bed at her home. Sheriff Conlee gave instruc­ 
tions that nothing should be touched until he arrived, and, 
in company with Constable J. I). Conlee, Sr., immediate­ 
ly rushed to the scene of the killing. 
Upon 
arrival 
he 
found the house closed up and locked except one small 
window in the kitchen. 
This window was closed, but not 
locked as the latch is on the inside, and the indications 
are that the slayer of Miss Palasotta made* escape through 
this window. 
Upon entering the room they found Miss 
Palasotta lying crosswise in the bed with her feet hang­ 
ing .over the side. 
The prints of finger nails on the left 
side of the victim’s throat indicate that she was choked 
with the left hand wlflle the right was used to deal a 
death-killing blow on the forehead with part of an auto 
spring. 
The verdict of the coroner’s jury was that Miss 
Palasotta met her death at the hands of parties unknown, 
while Sheriff Conlee reports that he is absolutely in the 
dark as to the perpetrator of the crime since they have 
com pletely covered up their tracks and evidently made a 
clean get-away. 
In fact, no one 
seems to be able to 
give any definite evidence leading to the apprehension of 
the guilty party or parties. 
Miss Josephine Palasotta was 
single and lived alone in the old Palasotta home. 
She was 
born in Italy, 
March 18th, 1856, 
and was 69 years, 2 
months and 12 days of age at the time of her death some 
time Saturday night, May 30. She was the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Phillip Palasotta and leaves one uncle, P. Pala­ 
sotta of Marlin who is here to look after her. Funeral serv­ 
ices were held at St. Anthony’s Catholic church at 3 p. rn. 
today, conducted by Rev. Basil Bravi, pastor of the church, 
and the burial will later take place in the Catholic ceme* 
etery.
